Letter from Qiieanelle. 

CAiimou Lake, June 28th, 1860. 

MINEnS NKVKK SATISFIED. 

Editou BiiiTiSH Colonist; — To anyone at all 
conversant with life in the diggings, it would ap- 
pear tliat tho miner is never to profit by past expe- 
rience, in order to guide hira in future operations. 
He is just as ready to pack up bis blankets, toge- 
ther with a pick, pan and shovel, and a week's 
provisions, and start out on a tour of jirospccting, 
or to go in pursuit of some fabulous yarn that has 
been privately circulated wiili regard to the golilen 
fleece existing in some secret gulch, as he was in 
the days of (iold Lake, ICerii lliver, Pike's Peak, 
and lastly that of the Argonauts to Queen Char- 
lotte's Island. 

THE Kl-KKCT OF IlIG STOKIKS. 
Although he may have pcrmauont diggings, and 
bo realising good wages, yet his mind is always on 
the ytii I'l'i'i.' to learn if any one is out prospecting, 
and if rich discoveries are not being made at some 
distant point, diSicult of access and no trail lead- 
ing thereto. If answered in tho affirmative, and 
he finds that Dancing liill, or the Mountaineer, or 
men with such like aliases, have just returned 
from a two weeks' cruise in the mountains, and 
are going out again in a few days, with provisions 
to last them some length of tinio, he commences 
to nibble at the bail thus laid before him, and with- 
out further reflection rushes to his cabin, proposes 
to sell his claim, or rather give it away for a smalt 
consideration, and start Immediately for the sup- 
posed £1 Dorado. - 

OBNBRALI.Y HlTIfBirOOBD, 

As soon as he arrives at the goal of his golden 
expectations, he either finds it a humbug, or that 
the precious metal is deposited in no greater quan- 
tities than where lie hud left; that provision is 
both dear and scarce ; that greater obsiacles are in 
his way towards getting a pih', ihaii he li.ol before 
encountered; a feeling of disappointment sur- 
rounds him — he has iiecn duped, and thinks ol 
nothing but to return again, aud sadder, but not, 
on the whole, a wiser man. 

HUSHES IS ALL DIIIKCTIONS. 
Such is the state of affairs at the point I am 
now writing from at the jiresent time. .Some are 
rushing to Salmon River and the streams empty- 
ing into Fraser River above I"ort (icorge ; others 
to Swift Creek and streams below Kurt (ieorge. 
.V great excitement has been created lately with 
regard to the ri..'hiiess ot' this locality, termed the 
Caribou Country, which is sitnaled above the 
lakes forming the North liranch of the Qiiesnelle, 
of which there is little knowledge yet; and thus 
the miners go floating about, so tli.it the season, 
from pn'senl appearances, is likely to be trifled 
iiiv.-.y like many others, resnlliiig in injury to tl:e 
mines at present, and no beiielit Id llie coiiulry 
hereafter.

vicinity, if Bought after, where they would have 
permanent diggings and be sure of reuliziiig 
enough to start them in some olhcr business, by 
which they could make a comfortable living, and 
Buy — 

In sweet centcnt my days ore spent, 
Then wherefore leave my home." 
Instead of which they continue rushing around 
ill quest of something better, until their constitu- 
tions lire broken down, when they will be com- 
pelled to acknowledge that — 

"liven gold itself can conic a day loo late." 

A TOO it snow. 
In consequence of tlie water being highj there 
is very Hitle doim;, and the miners generally are 
soiiie"liat discouraged. They are rushing abnut 
frnm place I" place, and have found nothing tlHt- 
ti ring vet. If I remain much longer I wilt write 
)(m again ; I am yet uiidecidod what I shall do.

The ReWnt Obia Disooveriea. 

Tlie discoveries recently made in ihe Si- 
milkameen anil Okanagan vulleys by a party 
of hanlx prospeotora, lead us to hope that a 
neWanll moire 'extensive gold country' than 
has yet been opened in British Columbia, is 
about being developed. Our correspondents 
on Rock and Kettle Creeks are reliable men 
and practical tnuitira, and certainly would 
not have given glowing accountfi of tlie iiew 
digijings, had not the statements been the 
result of a thorough investigation. 

'I'liB diggings on Rock and Kettle Creeks 
(which streams are supposed lo be tributa- 
ries of the Okanagan River) are about sev- 
enty miles above tlie Boundary line, and are 
indisputably \v ^'•■lish territory. Their dis- 
tance from Port Hope by the present trail 
is about 175 or 180 miles. A portion of the 
road runs through a rough, mountainous 
country, and the old Brigade trail is followed 
to Camp des Femme, fr6m whence a fine 
trail, over a comparatively level country, 
leads the traveler to the new mines. At 
last accounts, very few miners were engaged 
on the creeks named, but quite a number 
were on their way thither from Similkameen 
and Fort Hope. 

Tiie Indians are spoken of as a hardy race^ 
large and strong, disposed to be friendly to- 
wards the whiles, and have niade consider- 
able progress towards civilization. They 
have their farms, horses and cattle, anil 
seetn to be much more industrious than the 
redskins of Fraser River. Our correspond- 
ents seem to think, consequently, that no 
interference with miners need be looked for 
from that quarter; a very comforting reflec- 
tion to an immigrant in a new country. 

The greatest drawback, at present, seems 
to be' the scarcity of supplies; which dilfi- 
cutty, however^ we are glad to learn, will 
be, in a measure, overcome by the mer- 
chants of Fort Hope, who are preparing to 
pack to the new placers a full supply of 
everythini^ needful. This difficulty once 
overcome, (and it has ever been a serious 
detriment to ihe successful working of the 
diggings in various portions of Urilish Co- 
lumbia,) the mi ers will then have an op- 
portuiiliy=^fHireTBlJgtiiy testing ine mines. 
The richness of the diggings having been 
aatidfactorily established, it will then be the 
duly ot the government of our sister colony 
to sell about in earneat the formation of good 
and lasting mule trails. The expense, com- 
pared with the sum lavished upon the Har- 
nson-Lillooet trail, will be trifling, and 
doubtless quite as beneficial in its elTects to 
the general prosperity of the country. 

Nearly all the supplies taken into Ihe 
Rock Creek country thus far, have come 
from the Dalles, via the Similkameen, and 
by that route they will continue to come 
unlil ii ^;oud route is open from Fort Hope. 
When tiiat is done, a collector t-houUI be 
immediately dispatched to the I.ine, and in- 
strueted to collect ihe ten jier cent., tonnage 
dueri, eic, in ordi r thai our traders may be 
jiialiled to compete willi the Oregonians. 
Bill iiiiiil siippli''s can be regularly sent from 
Fort Hope, or fianie other point On the Fra- 
ti'A, iiiu cheaper provisions and mining tools

Fatally Stabbed.— Yesterday after- 1 The Missino Witness.— Daroh, who 
noon, about two. q^olook, a young colored ; accused policeman Jones of having robbed 



man, named Thomas Brown, was stabbed 
in three places, by a Chimshean Indian 
while in the laltet's lodge, at the encamp- 
ment of the Northern Indians. It appears 
that Brown.wilh three friends, was walking 
out in the vicinity of the encampment, and, 
as he says, stepped into one of the Chim- 
shean huts to buy a feather pillow, and 
while bargaining with a clootchman, was 
suddenly slabbed twice in the right side 
and once in Ihe right arm with a large 
knife, by ono of the Indians, who immedi- 
ately after committing the deed, fled for the 
woods. Brown was carried to the Royal 
Hospital by his friends, and information 
having been brought to thai ' barracks, a 
posse of policemen started out to arrest the 
fugitive. The Rev. Mr. Duncan accom- 
panied the policemen to the Chimshean 
lodges, and after e.nplaining to them iho 
enormity of the crime which had been 
coiiirnilled, in conclusion requested their 
assistance in capturing the assassin, which 
was most cheerfully rendered ; the whole 
tribe turned out, and in less than ten

Garretson escaped, how- 
ever, with a whole .skin, and sent Serj^'t 
Weine after the belliyerenl .Siwasli. Ye-i-

To Provide for tho administration of Oaths in 
..the House of As.sembly, and the production of 
evidence bi fore Comiiiiltces of the siime, 

AVhercas, it is c.vpcdieiit for tlie efiicieiit di.s- 
charge of pulilii liiisiiie.ss, to provide for the ad- 
ministration of oatli.i or allirinationB to members 
of the House of Assembly, of Her Majesty's Col- 
ony of Vancouver Island, and to witnesses before 
Election Committees ; and whereas doubts e.xist 
as to the power of the Clerk of tlie said House to 
administer such oaths and afiidavits ; and as to 
the Chairman of Elaotfon Committees of the said 
House to admlniiitor such oaths or atbrmations as 
may be necessary for the efficient discharge of the 
duties of such Committees; '' 

Therefore,— Bo it enacted by tho Governor in 
Her M.ijesty's behalf by and with the consent of 
tho I,e;,'islative Council and Assembly; 

I. Tliat from and after tho passage of this act, 
tlie Honorable tlie Speaker, the Clerk, and the 
Sorpeant-r.t-Arms of the said House of Assembly 
sludi have, and ni.iy exercise, the same powers 
in ndiiiiiiistcriiiK oaths or aflirmationH, and all other 
power.s as are by law conferred upon, possessed, 
and exercised by similar oflicers of the House 
of Conunoiis of the Iinpcriid Parliament of tlie 
United Kinfidom of Great Ikit.iin and Ireland. 

II. That tlie Chairman and members of Elec- 
tion Committees shall have and may exercise, and 
they are hereby empowered to exercise the same 
powers, and to adraraister such or similar oaths or 
affirmations as are required and allowed by law to 
Chairmen and members appointed by the said 
House of ComTons to imiuire into controverted 
Elections. 

III. That the Chairman of .Select Committees of 
the said House of Assembly shall aliio have and 
may exercise as such Clinirinan, the same and as 
full powers as arc given to Chairnieii of Seloct 
Committees of said Ho';se of Commons. 

IV. And, that the form of the oaths and affirms- 
linnfl^ warrant", summonses, orders, and other 
forms necessary for the due execution of this Act, 
shall be similar in the like cases and have the 
same (brcn and elFcct, as those used in the said 
House of Commons, or as nearly as circumstances 
will permit.
